SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Caught Younger Brother is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a computer printout of a text story. 

The computer printout promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes by explicitly describing sexual activity between a 16 year old boy and 
his older brother in a titillatory manner. The publication is therefore deemed 
objectionable. 

In addition, the publication describes sexual activity of an incestuous nature in a 
manner that legitimises such conduct and titillates the reader. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of 
this publication are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with freedom of expression (as affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990) that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good.
